I county roads was started in 1948 
under a bill which becam e known 
as tho King Road law. Originally. 
it was a temporary program to be 
financed from general revenue ba­ 
lances that had accumulated dur-

After the era of accumulated bal­ 
ances, however, the program was 
continued by m eans of appropria­ 
tions fr«m the G eneral 
Revenue 
Fund. thereby adding county road 
aid to the functions financed from 
that fund on a continuing basis. 
Through 
the years 
the state 
county road program has under­ 
gone several expansions. At first, 
the county aid road law provided 
J the state would pay 59 per cent of 
the cost of county road construc­ 
tion up to* $750 a mile. No state 
funds 
for m aintenance 
were au­ 
thorized. 
In 1953 the program was am end­ 
ed so that the state would pay two- 
thirds, instead of half, of approved 
county 
road 
construction 
un to 
$1000 a mile, and also, the cost 
of m aintenance up to $5o a mile. 
In 1955 the law was am ended so 
the stat# would pay two-thirds of 
the cost of maintenance up to $100 
a mile and two-thirds of the cost 
of bridges and their approaches. 
E xpenditures of the 
state 
funds 
under the county aid road program 
have approxim ately doubled since 
the program started.
